At about 10 Violation casualy walked on stage and met with an apathetic reception 
from the Leeds Punx and a slow clap from us (mean ehj) but straight away jumped into Don't 
Blame Me which recieved quite a good reaction from the Punx who were begining to arive 
from the bar* My first reaction was that the sound was not quite as good as in the sound 
check with the guitar not being loud enough. Violation have improved a great deal 
since last I heard them. Barry's bass playing is really good combined with Mick's-steady 
guitar riff's and even Aky on drums has learnt to count to four, at last l But I think 
the biggest difference both visualy and audibaly is the placing of Garry as singer with 
his good use of hands and body gestures (think about that one) they managed to get an 
oncore and proceded to give us a second version of Assault and Battery with Kenny and 
Barnsly trying to sing and only embarrasing themselves.

I don't know how much later (i got pissed) Discharge came on t but when they did the 
Punx crowded to the front of the stage as Rainy and Bones tuned up, then Calv introduced 
Realities of War and the crowd went berserk as the music hit them fast and loud. Their 
sound is completely original, I think mostly through Rainy using a very fuzzed bass and 
Bones playing very loud and heavy. 

On stage the band look completely^ part of rough tough Punx with Rainy and Calv being 
the most lively and Bones' occassional guitar solos whilst picking his nose with his little 
toe. 

It has being said that Discharge attract a lot of trouble at their gigs and certainly 
at Leeds there was an electrifying tension amongst the crowd due to the bouncers/^freinds of 
the group) method of repelling them olf the stage 0 

Discharge played on in the middle of the tempers and to me seemed to be playir^ the 
same songs over and over again, but the crowd enjoyed it enough to ask for more, to which 
Calv said "Your suckers for punishment" and then played Realities of War and Fightback before 


going. 

I think they could have a lot going for them in the future if they could put a bit 
more variation in their arusic/chaos. Personality wise they are a laff. __________

Also in operation at this time, up the road a little, were the 
near legendary cult band "Thermal Printers". The mainstay of this group was Martin Williams 
and they ran on similar lines as Scum. By Feb '80 Scum played there first gig at Royal Stan¬ 
dard, doing one song called - "I was in St Georges Hall (po-going with you*.)" After that the 
whole Scum thig grew apart, due mainly to laziness and very few cornflakes. Anyway in may 
1980 one of the bands mates called Vibes Let Vynll (who had jammed with Scum) suggested that 
Scum and Thermal Printers should merge uniting their self-styled 'Bunk* music under one 
banner. Throughout this summer, with help from Ade Lee of Cameras In Cars, the band grew 
stronger and mightier. Around the end of july, Adam Ego (formerly of heavy-metal band Silent 
Movie) joined the Scum/Printers combo on bass. Very soon a whole collecton of material was : 
writen and demo's were sent to Rough Trade and reviewed in no.9 of Wool City Rocker. . - 

What about the name then? Well, in the middle of a rehearsal in Martin's lounge, a plain 
clothed policeman walked by outside carrying a loaf of thin-white-sliced bread. Therel The 
name has stuck, and will probably stick to you if you ever hear them. 

PWALOB have a very origional sound - it is usualy very spontaneous and quirky. We have 
been compared to the Fall, Pop Group, Gang of Four, but we maintain that we are only influ¬ 
enced by our own reactions. We combine music with art, but both modes are definatly ANTI in 
style. We use our instruments to make rhythm and our hearts and minds to make gestures. 

I think the band collectively are an@rchist, in that our songs have primative an@rchist 
themes. However we have not developed our lyrics and thoughts widely enough to justify being 
total radicals. IT is true we question the system, the state, police etc but we also questi 
on ourselves — we think a lot about whether to do certain songs. 

Some of our material is available on tape, and our new cassette LP is out now'. Its 
called the 'Hypnosis of Violence’ and costs £1, or a C60 and S.E.A.- To:-
